“The execution was a shock to the 
Belgian people, who desefibe it as the 
bloodiest act of the war.”

lost their lives when the French steamship 
Admiral Hamelin was torpedoed and sunk by a 
submarine.

LONDON, Oct. 18 (2:30 am.) —The allied forces from 
Saloniki have begun operations against the Bulgarians with unexpected 
zeal, and already the Serbo-Anglo-French forces have 
into Bulgarian territory, just north of the Greek boundary and are 
attacking the Bulgarian stronghold of Strumnitza, according to ad- 
vices received from Saloniki by Reuter s Telegram Company by 
way of Athens. 

The advices declare that the fall of Strumnitza is imminent.”

HORROR OF A ZEPPELIN RAID.

BERLIN, Oct. 17 (via Sayville, N. V.) — An Amsterdam dis- 
patch, says the Overseas News Agency, says that the crew of the 
Dutch steamer Texelstroom which was destroyed by a mine, have 
arrived in Amsterdam from London in which city they were lodged at 
the time of the recent Zeppelin attack. The sailors, the dispatch 
says, declare that their experience in the mine explosion was far 
preferable to that in the Zeppelin attack, because they felt safe once 
they were in their boats on the former occasion, but never knew from 
one moment to another during the Zeppelin raid whether a bomb 
might not fall on them.

A Belgian hotel in the neighborhood was destroyed by 
one bomb, they said, and six persons were buried in the ruins. All 
the windows in the Sailors’ Home were ‘broken.

King and Queen of Italy Can Now 
Worship in Beautiful Pauline Chapel 
in Palace of the Quirinal. 

[Bakimore American:] Pope Bene- 


beautiful Pauline Chapel, in the Pal- 
ace of the Quirinal last month, const!- 
tutes a striking and significant illus- 
tration of the sympathetic relations 
that have developed between the Holy 
Father and the King and Queen of 
Italy since the beginni of the pres- 
ent war. Nver since 1870 until a few 
weeks ago, the rulers of Italy, mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic Church, 
have been subjected to the humilia- 
tion of being unable to have mass, 


vespers and any of the other religious 


ceremonies celebrated in the Pauline 
Chapel of the Quirinal, by reason of 
the pontifical interdict, an interdict 
which extended to all the older por- 
tion of the palace. It was for thie 
reason that first of all King Humbert 
and Queen Margaret, and after them 
Victor Emmanuel III and his consort, 
have made their home, when in the 
Eternal City, in the so-called Palaz- 
zino, or Little Palace, built by Victor 
Emmanuel II, shortly after the trans- 
formation of Rome into the capital 
of Unked Italy. 

The older palace of the Quirinal, 
where the popes had been accustomed 
to hold court during several months 
each year, when they still enjoyed 
temporal power, has only been weed 
by the present King, and by his two 
immediate predecessors on the throne 
for state functions and for official pur- 
poses. In fact, Victor Emmanuel III 
and his consort, who are passionately 
devoted to their children, seem to 


have been afraid that something might 


happen to their fascinating young- 


sters, if they were to take up their 
residence in the old palace. with a 
species of ecclesiastical blight resting 


upon it. 

Now Benedict XV has removed the 
interdict that rested upon the palace, 
and upon the chapel, and mass is now 
daily celebrated by the royal chaplain 
in the Pauline Chapel, closed for forty-

Given Away to the City’s Poor. 


Tomorrow is Apple Day and 
| throughout the whole broad domain of 
the United States thousands of lus- 
|clous Bellefieurs, Jonathans, Par- 
maine and Spitzenbergs will be dis- 
tributed to the poor and needy by 
the apple dealers of the country. The 
event was founded and fathered by 
the International Apple Shippers’ As- 
‘sociation with headquarters at Roch- 
| eater, N. T., comprising within its 
*membership 593 of the best-known 
apple shippers and wholesale dealers 
in the United States and Canada. 
The association gives a prise each 
l year, consisting of a large loving cup, 
to the city holding the best cele- 
hration of national apple day. Last 
|\year the trophy was won by Cincin- 
nati after a close race with Chicago 
and New York. This year Los An- 
geles is strong in the running. 
| Hotels and restaurants will vie with 
each other in featuring apples and 
apple dishes on their menus and on all 
|} steamship and railroad lines great 
quantities of the rosy fruit will be 
given away. A large cargo of apples 
will be shipped to the warring soldiers 
in Europe by the Chicago dealers 
‘and it is their plan to see that every 
nation represented in the titanic strug- 
le ia well supplied with the fruit. 
APPLES FOR THE POOR. 


Although there will be no parade 
in this city, the wagons of Wells- 
| Fargo Express Company will be kept 
busy all day distributing over 200 
| boxes to various charitable institu- 
tions. The wholesale produce con- 
jcerns will keep open house and every- 
lone will have an opportunity to con- 
sume as many apples as they desire. 

Every grocer in town is quoting 
‘wholesale prices on the fruit, accord- 
ing to arrangements made with the 
commission merchants. 
| All of them are showing special 
apple displays, a dozen different varie- 
ties of the fruit being on exhibition. 
The Apple Day committee will award 
prizes for the best windows, and the 
‘finest apple menu will also receive 
an award. 

Even the moving picture theaters 
will be called upon to do their part 
in advertising the apple, and at a 
great many of the show places pictures 
will be shown at every performance 
of the sun-kissed apple orchards of 
‘California, Oregon and Washington 
and the packing and shipping of the 
fruit. 
| The apple js the first fruit that was 
given the tinction of a day in 
the vear’s calendar. The plan origi- 
nated in the East over ten yeara «go, 
but this is only the second year Nat 
‘apples have been boosted on the Pa- 
cific Coast in this manner. Concerted 
‘action by growers, packers and dis- 
‘tributors throughout the West has 
brought excellent results and the 
second local celebration promises to

He was ir- 
rigated, the treatment completely van- 
quishing the toothache drops, and 
then he was put to bed. 

When the police went to get his 
history, Mr. Olliver eald: “Give me 
a cigarette, Bill, will you? Thanks. 
Im going back to Fresno tonight. I 
know a fellow that’s got a team of 
mules I could buy with this money I 
intended to spend in getting mar- 
ried.” 


Peace Advocates. 


DECLARE ARMAMENT IS 
SURE TO PRODUCE WAR. 


ONDEMNING the policy of in- 
creasing armament as certain to 
lead to war and declaring world 

peace may be secured only through 
an appeal to the moral and spiritual 
instead of the physical nature of 
mankind, peace advocates addressed 
a mass meeting in the First Methodist 
Ghurch yesterday afternoon. The 
meeting was under the auspices of 
the Church Federation of Los An- 
geles. 

Rev. Frederick Lyncy, D. D., secre- 
tary of the Church Peace Union, 
spoke on the religious principles un- 
derlying the peace movement. These, 
he declared, are based upon man’s 
relation to his fellows. They de- 
mand a single code of conduct for 
all. 

“The chief reason this terrible war 
is sweeping the world is this: When 
we act as individuals toward other 
individuals we act as Christians: 
when we act as governments toward 
other governments we act as pagans. 

“The duty of all Christians is to 
put the law of the individual into the 
code of nations. The most hopeful 
thing in the world today is the real- 
ization by many of the broadest 
minded, that primarialy, the individ- 
ual is a citizen of the world and must 
rénder his duty to civilization before 
considering individual rights and de- 
sires.” 


Dr. Charles 8. McFarland, general 
secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches, spoke u “National Phari- 
seeism.” He denounced the policy of 
increasing armament and declared it 
was one of the causes of the Eu- 


“is no mere accident. Its ultimate 
causes are material ambition, selfish 


competition, unfair advantage, sus- 
picion, the doctrine that might makes 
the only right, the confusion of moral 
with physical power, and the ruth- 
less law of the survival of the fittest. 
It arises out of a delusive philosophy 
of human life.” 

He declared we must open our 
eyes to our own failings and cast 
aside a natural national Phariseeism, 
which would make us think we are 
immune to the plague of war. “We 
have taught our children,” he de- 
clared, “to worship Abraham of the 
east, but left them to spit upon Abra- 
ham of the east side. 

“The nations are still suspicious of 
us. Japan has an attitude of watch- 
ful waiting. China has her alternate 
hope and doubt, and is mercurial in 
her temper toward us. The little na- 
tions to the south are not quite sure 
of us, and the most hopeful sign of 
this day and generation was that. 
three of them did try us and did not 
find us wanting. 

“We need to arm ourselves against 
them; yes, but we shall do it best 
by disarming them of their doubts 
and their lingering suspicions.” 

Dr. Sidney Gulick, associate secre- 
tary of the Federal Council Commis- 
sion on Peace and Arbitration, made 
a brief talk on “How to Prepare for 
Peace.” He advocated the appoint- 
ment of a peace makers committee 
in each church to work hand in hand 
with the national organization, keep- 
ing the object of peace before the 
people at all times. 

Following the meeting a petition 
was circulated, requesting President 
Wilson and Congress to prohibit the 
exportation of war munitions to any 
warring nation.

Last Week of Crucial Fight 


to Open Today. 


German-American Alliance 
Strong Stand. 


Nonpartisanship Means Ruin, 


Says President Socha. 


The final week of the campaign to 
save political parties to California 
and prevent political anarchy will be 
opened tonight when scores of meet- 
ings will be held in protest against 
the approval of the first two ques- 
tions on the ballot to be voted a week 
from tomorrow. 

Four political parties are rounding 
to the crucial test in a show of 


strength that is expected to uphold 
the referendum of the two anti-party 
measures. * 

Charles M. Belshaw, a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Governor last year, is one of the big 
northern guns that is to be trained 
on the south during the week. Mr. 
Belshaw spoke Saturday night at the 
Sentous-street school against the ap- 
proval of the anti-party measures. 

“A personal political machine such 
as is intended by Gov. Johnson is a 
xreater menace to California than the 
Southern Pacific machine ever was,” 
he said. “Nothing short of a revolu- 
tion would shake the hold of the of- 
fice-holders’ trust should this bill be 
approved by the people.” 

GERMAN-AMERICANS OPPOSE. 

The delegates of the German- 
American Alliance, representing many 
thousand voters, have recommended 
that the members of the organization 
vote against Propositions No. 1 and 2, 
commonly known as the anti-party 
bills. After hearing the opinions of 
a number of leading men and mem- 
bers of the Republican, Democratic 
and Socialist parties, the seventy-four 
delegates present were unanimous in 
adopting the resolution recommend- 
ing the citizens to vote against the 
proposition which intends to abolish 
political parties. 

“Party organizations are a political 
necessity,” said Max E. Socha, presi- 
de t of the alliance. “Under a re- 
pubi.can form of ,government con- 
structive legislation can be accom- 
plished only through the aid of the 
party. We cannot have government 
by and through the individual. On the 
party in power rests the responsibility. 
If that party falls in its duty towards 
the people, the electors ll punish 
that party at the next election. With 
the party lines obliterated the indi- 
vidual may be punished by defeat and 
perhaps unjustly, because without the 
party behind him he will be unable to 
secure legislation. abolish the party 
and our legislative halis will become 
the scene of orgies of freak bills, in- 
troduced by cranks who owe their 
election to the irresponsible primary 
law, and no one will be able to enact 
his bill unless bartering for votes to 
pass it with other legislators who 


have similar freak measures before 
the house.

“He has made religion to consist 
in the oné thing of loving God with 
all the heart and our neighbors as 
ourselves. These are the essential and 
interchangeable things for all races. 
The awful blunder in Christianity has 
been the work of men in trying to 
standardize nonessentials. God has 
commanded us to worship Him. He 
has commanded baptism and the 
Lord's Supper, He has commanded 
church government, but He has never 
standardized any form for any of 
these. 

“These forms have no more to do 
with the essentials of Christianity 
than the color or shape of an auto- 
mobile does with the real working 
parts. It would be folly to say that 
your neighbor’s machine was not an 


dshield or top or color like yours. 

et this is just the wicked nonsense 

we have seen and do see yet in the 

religious world. The man that doeth 

righteousness is accepted of God, no 

matter what his belief in the non- 
essentials may be. 

“The essentials of Christianity never 
break down nor wear out. Christianity 
has not broken down, in the Eu- 
ropean war for the simple reason that 
it has never been tried. No nation 
ever has tried it. We have the parade 
of the nonessentials of State religions: 
formal subscription to creeds; stately 
functions. This is what has broken 
down and ought to. Whenever the rul- 
ing powers of a nation love God not 
as a tribal God or national God, but 
as the universal Father, and when 
they love all other nations as them- 
selves, then they are really trying 
Christianity. And then there can be 
no war. The nations of the earth 
have to come to Christ's standard or 
else fall by the way.”

Y.M.C.A, AUDITORIUM. 
NEUTRALITY IN RELIGION If IMPOSSI- 
BLE; ALL MUST CHOOSE CHRIST 
OR SATAN 

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher preached 
yesterday afternoon at the Y.M.C.A. 
on “A Barbed-wire Fence,” and the 
text, “He that is not with Me is 
against Me.“ Matt. 12:30. Among other 
things he said: 

“In the present war it is proper 
that Americans be neutral, but when 
it comes to a question of being for 
Christ or against Him, Jesus Christ 
does not recognize any neutral post- 
tion. The fence between Christ and 
the devil, between Christianity and the 
world, is a barbed-wire fence. You 
cannot sit on the fence. There are 
thousands of people in this country, 
though, who want 4 on the fence 
when it comes to th matter of re- 
ligion. They are friendly disposed to- 
ward the church and Christianity, but 
refuse to publicly identify themselves 
with Christ and the church. 

“On the other hand, these same 


evil. In other words, they try to be 
neutral in the matter of religion. 
They are friendly with Christians 
when it pays and they are friendly 
with sinners, when that pays. 

There are only two spiritual king- 
doms—the kingdom of right, over 
which God rules, and the kingdom of 
wrong, over which satan rules. These 
are in deadly combat for the supreme 
conquest of the universe. Every man, 
every woman and every child must be 
in one kingdom or the other. If there 
had been only two nations in the 
world since the beginning, it would be 
easy for everyone of us to know our 
nationality: we would belong to one 
or the other. As there are only two 
great spiritual kingdoms, a man must 
be in one or the other. 

“Since these two kingdoms are at 
war with each other, a man must 
take sides. He cannot escape the 
great conflict, for the fight must go 
on inside of himself. Every thought 
that flashes through his mind, every 
Impulse that throbs in his breast, 
every word that he speaks, every ac- 
tion that he performs, hag a moral 
quality and is either richt or wrong. 
A man must choose one side or the 
other. He muet be for Christ or 
against Him. . 

“Sin is sin wherever found, whether 
in the heart of the moral, respectable 
man, or in the heart of the ruined and 
Wegraded man. Christ came to be

“This may mean simply that su- 
preme love is proved when one person 
dies to savé the life of another. But 
I doubt if this statement is true. I 
believe there is a more profound 
meaning to be found in the Master's 
words. Noble as is the fact of paying 
for another life with one’s own, yet 
we know it has been done many times 
when love has not been the ruling mo- 
tive. The sense of duty, as in war- 
time; the feeling of chivalry, as in 
catastrophies on sea and land; the 
sudden excitement of sympathy at the 
sight of an imperiled life—such quali- 
ties have made heroes of some who 
hardly possessed the love of which our 
Lord was speaking. ‘Love one an- 
other as I have loved you,’ is His defi- 
nition of this love. Let us venture to 
translate thus: ‘that a man lay down 
his life to retain his friends,’ and 
there opens before us a wonderful 
teaching on the importance and value 
of friendship. 

“Our friends are our dearest treas- 
ures. To win them and to retain them 
is our chief business, according to the 
divine plan for human society. They 
represent in concrete form the results 
of application to the fundamental law 
of love. Jesus Christ proposes this 
test to establish when we are obedi- 
ent to that law with reference to our 
neighbors, our associates and ac- 
quaintances, namely, when we are 
ready to sacrifice money, time, pride, 
porition, even life itself, to retain them 
in the relationship of friends. 

“The real evil of sin is that it kills 
love in us and in others. It destroys 
friendship. The unkind word, the un- 
charitable act, the trivial quarrel and 
the unforgiving spirit, the conflict over 
money or place—these, as well as the 
greater sins of cruelty and injustice 
separate the hearts and lives of men, 
and are mortal evils in the sight of 
the God of love. Be not overcome of 
evil. Value your friends above every- 
thing else in life. For your friends in 
Christ are your eternal treasures, 
which you may lay up in heaven. For 
whatsoever ye shall bind on earth 
shall be bound in heaven. Make, 
therefore, to yourselves friends by 
means of the mammon of unright- 
eousness, that when it shall fail, they 
may receive you into the eternal tab- 
ernaclies.”

OUR FIRST “ELECTRICAL” 
DREADNAUGHT.

HE American dreadnaught ‘California’ 
will be the first electrically propelled 
battleship of the United States, and, 

so far as I know, of the entire world. 

The huge steam engines of our factories 

and power-houses have been replaced by 

the steam turbine because of its superior 
efficiency, greater reliability and smaller 
space requirements. The transatlantic ree- 


ords of the last years have become possible 
only by means of the steam turbine. All the 
navies have adopted it for use, from the 
torpedo boat and destroyer to the battle 
cruiser. A few years ago three identical 
fast cruisers were built by our navy—one 
with reciprocating engines; one with the 
English type of steam turbine, the Parsons; 
and one with the American type, the Curtis 
turbine. 

While both turbine ships proved their su- 
periority in speed over the reciprocating en- 
gine, they showed also that in ship propul- 
sion the steam turbine does not give a supe 
riority so great as it does in stationary 
power plants That started the develop 
ment which led to the present electric pro- 
pulsion by which the ship’s propellers are 
driven by induction motors, which receive 
their power from steam turbine alternators. 
At first, this appears a complication; but 
the electric drive, apparently more compi. 
cated, has less weight and is far more ef- 
cient—that is, gives higher speed on less 
coal consumption; is more reliable; and 
gives far better control of the ship than 
the direct use of the steam turbine on the 
propeller shaft. 

Modern steamships are driven by pro- 
pellers. Such a propeller looks very much 
like the blades of the electric fan motor of 
our homes and offices, except that it is of 
huge size. By revolving, it pushes the wa- 
ter backward and so pushes the ship for- 
ward. The smaller the propeller is the 
faster must the propeller revolve and the 
water be pushed back to give the same 
speed to the ship. The speed with which 
the water ig pushed back and sucked in 
front of the propeller is limited. When, by 
too high propeller speed, the suction be 
comes too great, the water does not follow. 
A vacuum forms in front of the propeller 
and the propeller thus loses its power. This 
is called cavitation, and limits the propeller 


In the steam turbine the work is done by 
the steam jet impinging on or passing 
through the blades of the turbine wheels, 
just as the water jet did n the hydraulie 
turbine of old. The speed of the steam jet, 
however, is very high—thousands of feet per 
second; faster than a rifle ball—and the 
steam turbine wheels must revolve at very 
high speed, thousands of revolutions. 

The application of the steam turbine di- 
rectly to the propeller shaft thus requires a 
sacrifice of propeller efficiency, by running 
above best speed, and a great sacrifice of 
turbine efficiency, by designing it for a 
speed which for a steam turbine is abnor 
mally low. The loss of efficiency caused 
thereby is much greater tlan all the losses 
in the electric motor and generator. The

mall size, and running the propeller at the 
low speed of good efficiepcy. 

This is the reason way the steamship tur- 
bine, though superior to the reciprocating 
engines of old, is not as efficient as the 
steam turbine of our electric power stations. 

In battleships the direct use of the 
steam turbine on the propeller shaft has 
two further disadvantages, which are over- 
come by the electric transmission from 
high-speed steam turbine to low-speed pro- 
peller shaft. 

The turbine gives a high. efficiency only 
at one speed. For trans-Atlantic ljners, 
which run at full speed from continént to 
continent, this ig satisfactory. Battleships, 
however, must have two efficient speeds. 
At racing speed highest efficiency is essen- 
tial, as the safety of the ship in battle may 
depend on it. 

High efficiency is essential at the lower 
cruising speed, to have a large cruising 
radius, and the electric motor, which can 
be built at high efficiency ct any number of 
speeds, thus has the advrntage. 

Furthermore, electric machinery is far 
more perfectly under contro] than the steam 
turbine. For reversing the ship a separate 
“reversing turbine” is necessary, and the 
safety of the ship may often depend on the 
rapidity and perfection of its control. 

The replacement of the steam turbine on 
the propeller shaft by electric drive is thus 
a great step in advance, giving higher speed, 
greater cruising radius and more perfect 
control of the warship. The American navy 
may well be congratulated on being the first 
to avail itself of this stage of progress.

Francis V. Keesling. chairman of 
the Republican State Centra!

“As anticipated, the reasons offered 
by the proponents of the nonpartisan 
system are not within the issue and 
in addition to that, are fallacious and 
unsubstantial

because the administration 
recommends it, no matter what its

“It is claimed that the system is an 
improvement over the party system 
and this is supported by the unsatis- 
factory argument that it must be so 
because they say that it is belag op- 
posed by people of e and 
possibly standpag ‘tnelinations. The 
proposition must have more affirma- 
tive support than that. Something 
beyond such mere contention might 
be unnec if the proponents were 
the only infallible authorities on gov- 
ernment. Judging from the character 
of their argument, no doubt they aas- 
sume that to be a fact, and such as- 
sumption is to be inferred also be- 
cause they charge that their oppo- 
nents, excepting only a few, are moved 
by unpatriotic desires and ulterior 
motives. 

“The proponents of the measure 
claim on the one hand, for the pur- 
pose of attracting the vote of those 
favoring parties, that it will not de- 
stroy parties, and then face about in 
appealing to another class and claim 
that parties are unnecessary. They 
also claim that the State is already 
nonpartisan and offer in support of it 
that counties and municipalities 
operate under such a plan. The 
fallacy of this argument will receive 
attention hereinafter. Their other 
argument is that candidates under the 
Present system secure more than one 
party nomination and candidates of 
parties with greater registration than 
other parties have been defeated. 
This latter argument is not one in 
support of the proposed plan but af- 
fords a most cogent reason for the 
support by nonpartisan voters of the 
party system as the most practical 
realization of benefits hoped to be at- 
tained by sincere nonpartisans. 

“The adoption of the nonpartisan 
system will permit of the unscrupulous 
manipulation of the unintelligent 
voter. It is impossible for him to dis- 
tinguish between candidates and it is 
far better than he be marshalled in 
parties, the organization of which 
must be based upon proper align- 
ment, than to be subject to manipula- 
tion. The party will then be held 
responsible for any abuse. 

“Let the effect of the 
system be the test. It may be that the 
proposed system is unconstitutional, 
but it is unnecessary to rely on that 
because it is bad on its merits, meas- 
ured by the test proposed.” 


SOCIALISTS ALSO. 
AGAINST NO-PARTY PLAN. 


“Political parties have secured the 
great reforms of the country and have 
been the cause of national and State 
progress; abolish them or stifle their 
activities and you will wipe our re- 
forms and stop progress.” 

So declared A. R. Holston, attorney 
and active member of the Socialist 
party at the Socialist Forum vyester- 
day afternoon in Blanchard Hall. 

“When the registration for the past 
general election a year ago was £o- 
ing on, Hiram Johnson and the sub- 
sidized press of the State daily in their 
editorial and news columns, urged the 
voters to register as ‘Progressives.’ 
They expected an overwhelming ‘Pro- 
gressive’ majority but they were 
fooled, and the people were not ready 
to discard the old established political 
parties, which have accomplished so 
much for the people.

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
CHINO, Oct. 17.—The Chino plant 
of the American Beet Sugar Company, 
the first plant for making sugar es- 
tablished in California, will close 
down for the 1915 campaign early 
this week after a «uccessful poricd 
of activity. 

With the long blast of the siren 
whistle, denoting that the campaign 
is over, the record for the season wil 


be approximately 80,000 tons of beets 
sliced and reduced, and 240,000 100- 
pound sacks of sugar produced dur- 
ing the preceding seventy-five days. 

Up to date, over 70,000 tons of beets 
have been put through the biz mill, 
With about 8000 tons more to be 
handled. The season's production ul 
be about the same as that of last 
year, but the time of operating the 
plant will have been several days less 
than last season. 

All records for daily tonnage of 
beets handled have been shattered 
this season. The daily average has 
been 1050 tons per day of twenty-four 


hours, compared to $62 tons last sea- 


industries. The American Beet Sugar 
Company, which has one of its largest 
factories here, is the head of the 
movement. 

The object of the meeting is to 
draw growers and producers together 
to exchange views on this great in- 
dustry which affects the interests of 
80 many people in this section and in 
Southern California and over the 
country. It is certain that the ques- 
tion of a protective tariff » beet 
sugar will receive much attention. 

Prominent beet and sugar men from 
all over this end of the State will no 
doubt be on hand, for the Oxnard 
barbecues already have a reputation 
in the State.

The biggest day's run of twen- 
ty-four hours was 1319 tons of beets 
sliced. The best day’s record for 
Sugar made and sacked was 3447 
sacks. This has been a year of phe- 
nomenal work at the big sugar plant. 
An average of 375 men, working in 
twelve-hour shifts, were employed at 
the factory, besides the hundreds of 
men employed in topping beets, plow- 
ing and hauling to the factory. 
Besides the output of sugar, 4000 
tons of dried beet pulp to be used for 
stock feed was manufactured. The pulp 
is mixed with molasses, abo a  0by- 
product, making a mixture greatly 
relished by horses and dairy cows. 
The big annual dinner will be giv- 
en soon by the American Beet Sugar 
Company to all the beet raisers who 
haul or ship to the Chino plant. At 
this annual dinner about 400 people 
are fed. The participants come from 
as far as the coast sections, not less 
than seventy-five outside automobiles 
being seen upon the streets of Chino 
while the big feed is in progress.

Their agree- 
ment to the certification work was 
conditioned upon $0 per cent. of the 
independent packers signing up as 
well. W. L. Crowe, of Porterville. 
secretary of the Association, states 
that this proportion of the pack has 
already been pledged. 

The association will this year main- 
tain chemists in each of the shipping 
districts and frequent tests will be 
made of fruit. Only such oranges as 
meet Federal requirements as to ma- 
turity will be given certificates signed 
by association inspectors. Copies of 
these certificates will be tacked in 
each car and will also accompany the 
manifest. 

Shippers declare that practically all 
advance orders thus far received for 
fruit specify that they will handle 
only such fruit as bears the maturity 


label. 
RICE ADVICE. 

{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
TULARE. Oct. 17. — Charles E. 
Chambliss in charge of the rice inves- 
tigation for the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington, D. C., has been 
making a tour of the rice flelds of the 
district to the south of Tulare and 
will advise growers on cultural 
methods as approved by long experi- 
ence in other rice growing sections. 
There are upwards of 3500 acres de- 
voted to rice in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley at the present . according to 
Chambliss and he sta‘ that for the 
most part the practical growers of 
thie State are securing about 100 


property than the growers of Louisi- 
ana and Texas. 

“There are great possibilities for 
rice in the San Joaquin district.” he 
said. “Much land that formeriy was 
devoted to wheat and similer grains, 
is already proven productive for the 
growing of rice. Practical methods 
are being worked out and in my opin- 
ion the future of the industry in this 
section of the State is absolutely as-

HIGHLAND, Oct. 17.—As the re- 
sult of an investigation made by sev- 
eral of the citrus growers of this dis- 
trict it has been found that in cit- 
rus groves infested with black scale 
several varieties of weeds are liter- 
ally alive with well-developed speci- 
mens of the scale. At the same time 
it was found that in the groves the 
young scale only is to be discovered. 

The growers believe that they are 
confronted with the problem of fumi- 
gating the weeds as well as the citrus 
trees in order to rid the district of 
the black scale which now has 4 
small start in the district. They be- 
lieve that it is more practical to do 
this at the time of fumigating the 
groves than by plowing and burning 
the weeds. 

There is one tall slim weed that

grows in the crevices of water ditches 
which seems to attract the scale more 
than any other. This weed was found 
to be the home of colonies of the 
bug. The County Horticultural Com- 
mission is to make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the new problem. 

LIMA BEAN YIELD. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

OXNARD, Oct. 17.—A lima bean 
Yield averaging thirty-eight sacks to 
the acre for a fifty-one-acre tract on 
the J. Leonard ranch, or a total of 
2000 sacks from the tract, is the 
heaviest yet reported in this vicinity, 
and averages up well with last year’s 
yields, when the crop was considered 
unusually heavy. Even at the current 
low price of $4.25 or $4.22%, the in- 
come from this fifty-one acres is $9000 
this year. 

Other ranchers are harvesting “p- 
expectedly heavy crops of limas. 8. TD. 
Diedrich harvested 900 sacks more 
this year from 100 acres than last. 
Paul Naumann from thirty-nine acres 
harvested 707 bags. which was 132 
more than a year ago from the same 
tract. Some years ago Naumann 
farmed eighty acres to beans, getting 
between 550 and 600 bags. With care-

TEPARY BEANS. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

MURRIETTA, Oct. 17.—Experi- 
ments with tepary beans hereabout 
this year have been so successful that 
a considerable acreage of that tiny 
legume is promised for next year. W. 
C. Anderson planted forty acres to 
them last spring and has just har- 
vested an average of 400 pounds to 
the acre. They were, of course, grown 
without irrigation. 

Mr. Anderson tried the experiment 
of planting in rows with the beans 
a foot or so apart in the row and 
also four or five inches apart. Beans 
planted close together produced a 
multitude of -well-filled pods, while 
those at greater intervals went much 
more to vines. The beans have a pe- 
cullar taste when cooked, but if first 
parboiled in two waters their flavor 
is by some considered superior to that 
of the better-known white navy va- 


riety. 

APPLE RETURNS.

CHINO, Oct. 17.—From an apple 

orchard that he set out eight years 
ago, Burt McCroskey has taken $100 
an acre this year. He has twelve 
acres of apples which begin ripening 
early in July and last until late in 
December. 


The orchard of Red As- 
trachan, Greenings, Bellfowers, White 
Pearmains and Missour! Pippins. The 
fruit has brought Mr. McCroskey 
from 50 cents to $1 a box straight 
through the season, and the demand 
has been brisk. He has picked his 
own crop and retailed it by the box 
from his wagon.

This policy of the Supervisors 
came 80 popular with the people that 
there has been completed and in pro- 
ceas of construction over 200 miles of 
additional paved roa and a large 
number of new districts are being 
formed, asking that they may be fa- 
vorably considered by the Supervisors 
at the earliest possible date. 
Does this not fully demonstrate 
that the plan has met with the hearty 
approval of the citizens of the county 
who are most financially interested in 
the building of good roads, and is it 
not unfair to those that have con- 


miles to ask them to vote for the pro- 
posed bond issue of $2,850,000 to build 
roads for others, to be paid for en- 
tirely out of the county's funds? 

Up to this date the county has been 
able to save over $1,000,000, this 
amount being contributed by those di- 
rectly interested. The Board of Su- 
pervisore, by a vote of three to two, 
has placed this bond proposition before 
the people with little or no official 
data as to the probable cost. They 
have simply gueseed at figures, having 
no official estimate of the cost. For 
example, they estimate the cost of the 
sky-line road from the crest, where 
the Arroyo Seco and San Gabriel Can- 
yon lines end, at $6900 per mile. Any 
road engineer win tell you that 115, 
000 would be much nearer the right 
figure, and I question if anyone in 
authority has ever walked over this 
line. I know that no survey has ever 
been made. The same will apply to

Fatigue, inaccuracy, backache, 
lack of speed and uneven touch—all 
these may result from sitting too 
low. Just raise your seat two or three 
inches and notice the increase in ef- 
ficiency. 

But don't get so high that you have 

bend over like a bow. Avoid the 
“Old Mill Crouch” acquired by those 
who try to follow their fingers with 
their nose, 

Tight sleeves are also bad for typists. 
Never wear anything tight around 
your writsts when operating the type- 
writer. If you do so it is sure to af- 
fect the nervous control of your hands 
and fingers. For girl typists, halt 
sleeves are best. Men typists should 
wear shirts with soft cuffs. Stiff cuffs 
are as bad as tight siecves, if not 
worse, as they not only irritate the 
nerves but actually impede the mo- 
tion of the hands. 

Some operators wonder why their 
carbon paper is streaked with “trees” 
and ridges. Nine times out of ten 
it is not the fault of the carbon, but 
is caused by an imperfect or badly ad- 


justed paper feed. Any carbon 
will streak if the paper feed 
crumples it.

It io my opinion that this county is 
building roads rapidly enough through 
the policy adopted by the Supervisors. 
Supervisor Woodley in his published 
letter says that 150 miles will be con- 
structed thia year, and I notice that 
over $2,000.000 is included in the 
county's budget for this fiscal year for 
road purposes— very large sum when 
you consider the entire budget for all 
purposes is about $5,000,000. 

We have no pressing need for the 
roads asked for, especially for the 
scenic roads, and I ask the people of 
the many municipalities of the county 
if it ie the time to vote for any ad 
ditional burdens, and those citizens 
who live outside of the cities if they 
do not think we are well enough sup- 
plied with roads, and also if they do 
not think that the county's policy of 
furnishing rock and oll free—thus sav- 
ing 80 per cent. to the people—is not 
inspiring the citizens to bulld roads 
rapidly enough to meet the demands of 
the large majority of our people and 
our visitors? 

We ehould at all times adopt a con- 
servative policy in assuming indebted-

There are many other points to 
watch in a machine. Don't forget to 
oll it. Keep the dust from gathering, 
for this dust will congeal in some 
part of the delicate mechanism, and 
the machine will stop. And remem- 
ber that usually it is the operator who 
is to blame for a disordered machine.

A.: The sample carries a variety of 
titaniferous iron (ilmenite,) and it is 
shown in the opaque iron-black crys- 
tals sparingly disseminated throughout 
the quartz. Luster sub-metallic. 
Slightly magnetic. Streak black. Of 
conchoidal fracture. Hardness 6, and 
specific weight 4.80. It is infusible be- 
fore the blowpipe alone; mixed with 
fluxes, the reaction is Mke that of Iron 
oxide. Ilmenite is soluble in strong 
hydrochloric acid when in fine pow- 
der, Tin and tungsten absent. 


Tellurium Trace.

A.: No. 1, quartzitic, carries iron 
and manganese; tellurium and free 
gold absent. No. 2, tellurium trace and 
gold a trace. 


Zinc Trace, 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28-Q.: 1 
am delivering to you a sample of rock 
with the hope of finding what min- 
eral it céntains. It has a crystallization 
that I am not familiar with, The, near- 
est corresponding specimens that 1 
have are lead and ainc, and silver 
and zinc. There is an enormous deposit 
where this was taken from, and it may 
be valuable. This may contain a per- 
centage of antimony. Hoping that you 
will find some mineral in this that 
will be worth while. 8. 

A.: Any one locating a deposit of 
ore represented by the sample might 
have to hold it a few years, but in 
time it would be very valuable. The 
sample is high grade iron oxide, with 
traces of manganese dioxide. The iron 
present is in the form of hematite, 
magnetite and (micaceous iron ore,) 
one other variety of hematite. It is this 
micaceous variety that could be con- 
fused with antimony sulphide. 


Acid Trace. 
LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28.—Q.: I 
inclose in separate package a sample 


Jerome and Bradshaw Mountains, 
Yavapai county, Ariz. Can you, through 
your rare minerals column give a sim- 
ple field test for tungsten? Many of 
the mining boys, like myself, are cn 
the hunt for tungsten these days, but 
when we find rock that looks encour- 
aging to us, we do not know whether 
we are within a foot or a mile of the 
mineral we are hunting for. You can 
find my name on The Times subscrip- 
tion list for lo, these several years. I 
aways read your column, and find 
often something/f direct interest. R. 

A.: Glad to hear from you. In the 
jasper-iron, lime-manganese sample, 
tungsten occurs, in traces only. 

In testing for ores of tungsten (field 
tests) provide yourself with a candle, 
plenty of matches, and four ounces of 
chemically pure nitric acid. That's all. 

When you find a sample that is 
“heavy,” in different shades of white- 
gray, yellowish, pinkish and brown, 
chip off some of it with a hammer: 
collect the broken particle (in volume 
that of a grain of coffee is sufficient,) 
place the chip of mineral on a saucer; 
add a little strong nitric acid. If the 
sample effervesces quickly and violent- 
ly if is not scheelite (calcium tung- 
state;) it is a carbonate, and very often 
time carbonate. If the mineral goes 
into solution slowly, hold the saucer 
over the caandle flame, or camp fire; 
it a yellow powder separates out from 
the assay, it is probably tungstic acid. 
If the sample is unacted upon by the 
acid it could be Laryte or some ellicate 
variety 


magnetized knife blade, or compass, 
and if there is a reaction, such as 
picking up fragments of the sample, 
or the massive specimen makes the 
“wheels” of the compass rornd 
when held near it, the sample is pro, 
ably magnetic. If it stains the fingers 
orewnish black it is probably an ore 
of manganese. 

To test dark-colored minerals for 
tungsten proceed in the same manner 
av you did with the scheelite, and on 
some ores it requires more boiling of 
the acid mixture to separate out the 
yellow tungstic acid.

Metallurgical. 

CAN GABRIEL, Sept. 29.-—Q.: There 
are a few questions in metallurgy I 
should ke to ask: There are several 
v7 1)-defined bodies of tron ore in the 
United States, which I suppose have 
their own characteristic inpurities 
which vary in refractoriness. Do these 
differences in refractoriness make any 
differerce in the availability of their 
reepective oree inthe smelting of 
open-hearth steel as compared w'th 
Ressemer steel? The localities I havein 
mind are the Minnesota region, the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
mines, which, I belleve, are in Ala- 
bama, and the Pititteburgh-Ohio dis- 
trict. Will you give the characteristic 
impurities of each district, and the 
ecmparative availability in making 
open-hearth steel. Can cpen-hcarth 
steel be made to advantage from ores 
of the Minnesota district? I know 
nothing of mineralogy or chemistry, 
but your department is one I have 
been careful to read for several years. 
I shall appreciate very much an an- 
swer to the questions, Can you refer 
me to any publication where I can 
learn the productions of open-hearth 
steel, and Bessemer steel; details of 
production as to kind and acuree. 


A.: Your questions indicate that you 
are up“ on the metallurgy of tron. 
The era, of chrome steel, Bessemer 
steel, open hearth steel and various 
combinations of iron with carbon; 
molybdenum, tungsten, manganese, 
nickel, titanium, and so forth, is some- 
what different than that under the old 
regime of iron and steel only. 

By the term “refractoriness” it is 
understood that you refer to ores of 
iron, combined with such deleterious 
admixturee as phosphorus, sulphur ar- 
senic, titanium, etc., and, furthermore, 
the “Bessemer” process is an acid 
process; it does not eliminate phos- 
phorus like the “basic” process does. 
Many of the ores of the Atlantic and 
Southern States are low-grade non- 
Bessemer ores. 

Ressemer' iron ores include magne- 
tite. hematite, “specular,” ſron-stone

ite, siderite (iron carbonate) and

Is it that of melting pig 
fron along with tron oxide or scrap 
iron in the hearth of a reverbatory 
furnace resembling a puddling fur- 
nace, and where a gaseous fuel must 
be used? What is the objection to 
the ores of the Minnesota district, 
primarily, for either of the referred 
to processes? 

Hematite, brown ore, magnetite, and 
fron carbonate are the four classified 
iron ores as understood by the 
United States Geological Survey, and 
steel cannot be obtained other than 
from ores of iron, metallurgically. 

The hematite of the Great Lakes 
transportation is in part the brilliant, 
splendid micaceoug iron; the Utah 
beds are of high-grade oxides; those 
of California are without peer, and 
fourteen miles from Black Rock, Utah, 
at Twin Buttes, there is ore, obtain- 
able in quantity, of titanium and iron 
content of approximate 60-50 per- 
centages. 

The valuable siderite (iron car- 
bonate) is now chiefly obtained from 
Ohio. There are deposits of it, how- 
ever, in California, Arizona and Ne- 
vada. 

Space will not permit us to give 
the impurities asked for in the many 
and diversified fields and grades of 
ore as by you requested. 

The publications to which you wish 
to refer are in numbers, legion. 
In the libraries vou will find those 
of the “iron and steel industries,” and 
refer epecifically to Mineral Re- 
sources of the United States“ and the 
“hibliography” set forth in the con- 
cluding chapters on iron and steel 
from 1906, annually to 1914.

Shasta Concern Likes Look 
of Copper Market. 


Afterthought Pushing Re- 
financing Operation. 


Large Deals Show Growth 
of Mining Interest. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

REDDING, Oct. 14.—Refinancing 
of the Afterthought Copper Company 
is proceeding rapidly and plans have 
been prepared for the building of a 
large plant, according to advices from 
eastern headquarters. Construction of 
the plant will probably commence 
next spring, as the company is de- 


sirous of taking advantage of the 
favorable copper situation with the 
least possible delay. The plant will 
be of the leaching-proceas type, de- 
signed to recover economically both 
copper and zinc. 

Because of the unfavorable smelt- 
ing conditions in the Shasta copper 
belt and the excess of tine in the 
ores, no attempt will be made to op- 
erate blast furnaces. The new process 
has been given extended trials on a 
small scale, with highly satisfactory 
resulta. 

The Afterthought group is located 
at Ingot, a few miles northeast of 
Redding. It is asserted that over 
2,000,000 tong of commercial ore are 
blocked out, the product containing 
considerable gold and silver in addi- 
tion to the copper-zinc values. 

Little work has been done at the 
mines in the past four years because 
of the unsatisfactory smelting condi- 
tions and complex character of the 
ore, together with lack of adequate 
finances. The company is largely 
confrolied by eastern people, with 
considerable stock held by Southern 
California residents. 

The Mt. Shasta and Pittsburgh gold 
mines, near Shasta, have been pur- 
chased for $200,000 by the Real Es- 
tate Securities Company of tts- 
burgh, Pa. Development of the mines 
has been progressing for some time 
under direction of the new owners, 
and considerable ore of excellent 
grade is exposed. It is understood 
that much new equipment will be m- 
stalled and that deep mining will be 
prosecuted along broad lines. The Mt. 
Shasta was formerly one of the larg- 
est producers of gold in this section of 
California, 


The Big Cliff group of six claims, 
eighteen miles from Etna Mills, has 
been acquired by the Big Cliff Mining 
Company of Seattle, for $85,000. Ar- 
rangements are being made for ex- 
tensive work at several points in the 
mine, and the installation of a mill 
with a capacity of 290 tons per day. 
The main ore body h an approxi- 
mate width of 200 feet. nsisting of 
medium-grade gold-bearing quartz. 

o parallel veins, each about thirty 
feet wide, have also been opened suf- 
ficiently to demonstrate much ore of 
commercial character. Building of a 
wagon road, aerial tramway and oth- 
er improvements will be commenced 
at once. Martin E. Olsen, formerly 
prominent in Alaskan mining circles, 
is president and manager. 


BUILD STRONGER “BOAT.” 


The Klamath Dredging Company is 
rushing its new dredge on the Quig- 
ley-Barton placers, near Yreka, to 
completion and expects to start op- 
erations within six weeks. The gravel 
contains numerous large boulders and 
the dredge is being specially built to 
work exceedingly difficult ground. 
Several attempts have been made to 
dredge along the Kiamath River with 
old-style boats, but the big rocks pre- 
vented successful work in most in- 
stances. Several thousand acres of 
tested land are available for mining. 

The Columbia Consolidated Mining 
Company, operating at Washington, 
above Nevada City, has purchased the 
mill formerly at the German 
mine and expects to have it in com- 
mission within six weeks. The new 
aerial tram line is almost finished, and 
a comfortable camp has been estab- 
lished. Recent developments in the 
property have been highly encourag- 
ing; a large tonnage of profitable ore 
is exposed. The company is com- 
posed of Los Angeles and Nevada City 
people, with E. C. Klinker. manager. 

The famous Yuba mine, seven miles 
from Washington, has been acquired 
by the Dinero Mining and Power 
Company, a $2,000,000 California cor- 
poration, which is making prepara- 
tions for extensive work. Unwatering 
of the shaft, which was sunk 960 feet 
from the tunnel level, has been start- 
ed, and as soon as the old workings 
have been repaired, sinking to a depth 
of 1000 feet will begin. This marks 
the deepest point to which mining has 
advanced in the district, Sixteen dis- 
tinct veins have been demonstrated in 
the mine, but the main Yuba ledge 
will be given principal attention. The 
property is one of the oldest gold es- 
tates in California, and was formerly 
worked on a large scale by Haggin 
and Hearst, two of the State's most 
successful pioneer operators. 

The Monarch mine, above Sierra 
City, is developing into one of the 
best properties in the State, according 
to recent statements af the owners. A 
large vein of rich mill ore has been 
opened the full width of the drift 
on the 225-foot level, and shows 
steady improvement as it is explored. 
Good ore is coming from several oth- 
er points in the mine. The manage- 
ment is planning to drive a long cross- 
cut tunnel designed to open the ore 
bodies to a depth of several hundred 
feet below present workings. The 
twenty-stamp mill is running steadily. 

NEW OPERATOR. 


The Sutter Creek Mining Company 
has been incorporated with a capital 
stock of $800,000 to operate the East 
Eureka mine, in the Sutter Creek dis- 
trict. The mine adjoins the famous 
Eureka, and is a close neighbor to the 
South Eureka and other noted mines. 
It is well equipped and the owners 
state that an abundance of profitable 
ore is exposed in the old workings, 
Operations will be started at once. 

The Brunswick Consolidated Com- 
pany, operating at Grass Valley, has 
completed construction of a.twenty- 
stamp mill and expects to have it in 
action within ten days. The plant is 
one of the most complete ever erect- 
ed in California, and is expected to 
effect a better gold saving at lower 
costa than heretofore. The old plant 
will continue to be operated, giving 
the company a total of forty stamps. 


Several improvements have been 
made to the older equipment to in- 
crease its efficiency. Underground 


conditions are reported highly pleas- 
ing, with indications favoring the con- 
tinuance of the quarterly dividends for 
an indefinite time. 

The Engels Copper Company has 
completed improvements at its flota- 
tion plant near Taylorsville, practical- 


ly doubling its capacity. In the upper 
workings an immense deposit of good- 
grade ore is being opened, and a rich 
strike has been reported from the 
canyon bed, where new work was re- 
cently commenced. Some of the new 
ore is said to carry high gold and sil- 
ver values in addition to an excellent 
copper percentage.

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O one has any business to go wrong; always 
his intelligence should be in advance of his 
act. And the one man in whom ignorance is 
inexcusable is he who plays with the wild and 
shifty forces of aleoholie drink. That man 
should be wise above others; his intelligence should be 
ever on outpost duty; and his first business is to know 
what aleohol is. For one thing is certain: when men 
drink—whether they drink beer or wine or brandy 
they drink alcohol. The sole reason for the existence 
of these beverages is that they provide him who drinks 
them with « greater or less quantity of aleohol. They 
muy be disguised with fanciful perfumes and flavors, 
hidden in a harlinquinade of colors, but the reason for 
their existence is always the same—it is alcohol. 

An immense amount of hypocrisy has grown up 
about the custom and habit of drinking alcoholic bev- 
erages. It has been given a free and lordly air, as 
though there were something exceptionally big-heart- 
ed and unselfish about it. This lie has come, roari 
arrogantly, down through the ages. It has got itself 
told in prose and verse; in fact it reels through most of 
the second-rate literature of every country. 

Have you not asked yourself—are you not asking 
yourself now: “Is alcohol a good thing for me?” 

Possibly you have made many experiments—or one 
or two. Then you have found—what every man from 
the honest scientist to the thoughtful barman finds— 
that alcohol is not a good thing for you; in certain 
ascertained quantities, being, in fact, a bad thing. 

So the problem comes to this: “How much can I 
take without undue harm?” 


t in a fairer way—in a 


E question cannot be 
emotional. It shows 


way more scientific and 

that you have a practical mind. You open, as it were, 
a profit and loss account with aleohol. You do not call 
it—as I have heard it called—a pandemic plague. You 
do not lie awake nights cursing the mycoderma. You 
go about it in a practical way. On one side of the ac- 
count you set down what vou lose in moral, mental 
and physical ways; on the other side - with scrupulous 
fairness—the gains. 

For there are gains. 

Let us.get that matter clear once for all. 

There are gains, or humanity had not for so many 


ages drunk deep—you had not been able to look back 


to the twilight of history and seen (everywhere) man- 
kind at its cups. Something, you know, these wine- 
stained generations gained, or they had never paid the 
bitter price. 

What are the most apparent. gains? 

You set them down as social cheer, as the exhilara- 
tion that lifts dull mortality to a flashing level, as for- 
getfulness—that drowsy forgetfulness of the actualities 
of life, which is perhaps the rarest thing a man can pur- 

You set them all down; for you know that not 
every drinker seeks only physical and material drunk- 
enness. No; across a of pitiful attempts at wine- 
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born merriment, you see the poet seeking the blue 
flower of the au-dela, the dreamer hunting his dream. 

Also it makes a man bolder than he is by nature. I 
have always loved that story of the mouse, who came 
upon a little pool of whiskey spilled upon the floor; he 
drank and once again; then he cocked up his head and 
= 55 Where's that cat that was chasing me yester- 
aay. 

Mind you, this article is not about the drunkard. It 
ix more interested in the man who thanks Heaven he 
can drink and be sober. 

The teetotal scientists, I know, draw horrid pictures 
of his stomach and his hobnailed liver, along with 
those of the confirmed drunkard. I refuse to get ex- 
cited over his stomach and his liver. What interests 
me is his brain, for the brain-—as near as we can come 
to it is the man. It is the organ (and the only one) 
through which I can get in touch with that strange 
thing, your Ego or you with mine. There it is 1 get 
vaguely at the thing that makes you Ethelbert de 
Courey (if you are Ethelbert de Courcy) and not 
Vance Thompson. It is in the brain that aleohol pro- 
duces the effeets whereof there has been something 
written the social gaiety and freedom, the memory 
blinded to unpleasant facts of life, the courage and all 
the rest of it. So my interest (and yours, I trust) is 
what aleohol does to this essential part of man. 


LCOHOL is intoxicating; that is why men drink 
it—and for no other reason; and he who would 
get at the root of intoxication—its pleasure and pain 
its peril and penalty—must study the physiological 
effects of aleohol on the brain. There he may read its 
story and its mystery. It is the beginning of the entire 
problem and—no matter how far afield one fares into 
matters civic and economic—its end. 

Science, not yet omniscient, is content to look u 
the brain as being made up of millions of cells, each cell 
having two nerve-fibres—one bringing to it nerve mo- 
tion and the other conducting energy from it. Certain 
of these cells, having found they had similar work to 
do, have formed a kind of communistic society. They 
group themselves and work together. Endlessly doi 
the same thing, they become identified with one ki 
of work. So you have the speech-group, for instance, 
which attends to the mechanism of talking. These 
groups are not all of the same age. They were devel- 
oped little by little as the varying needs arose. The 
modern physiologist thinks of them as layer upon 
layer; this is the theory of Functional Levels. They 
have been divided into three great levels or planes. 

It is easy to understand if you bear in mind that the 
oldest bodily habits—which have now become auto- 
matic—belong to the lower plane. Digestion, growth, 
breathing, blood-circulation and the like are old estab- 
lished functions. The nerve;groups that control them 
are buried deep in the nervous system—so deep the 
will cannot reach them. There, too, lie the groups 
that feed the muscles. 

Tue higher functions are on the higher level, the 
highest on the highest. This upper plane was the most 
recently acquired in evolution. refore it is the 
least stable. It is still within the sphere of the will. 
You may think of it, if you please, as the physical basis 
of character; and it is not difficult to see how delicately 
complex—how easily thrown out of order—are these 
nervous , which are concerned in right con- 
duct. older groups of nerve-cells which attend to 
“the automatic mechanism of the vital functions” are 
buried deep in the lower level and are not easily per- 
turbed. Those on the highest plane, more recently 
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acquired, still swayed by the will, delicate and complex 
are always in peril. 

And they are not isolated. Peril comes to them from 
every side; for, they are linked by nerve-fibres to every 
other group of cells on all the planes. In the exact 
words of the physiologist, every organ—and every 
function of the body—is triply represented in the nerv- 
ous system;—it is represented on each of the three 
planes. It is not difficult to imagine how extremely 
— must be the mechanism which coérdinates 
them. 

Now what I would get at is the exact effect alcohol 
has upon this fragile machine. The man takes a 
drink. He takes his bottle of wine, or his glass or two 
or three of whiskey. A certain part of the alcohol 
passes unchanged through the bodily system- and is, 
from the drinker’s viewpoint, economically wasted. 
The rest mingles with the blood and is carried through 
the body. If you vivisect the man, who has taken the 
drink, you will find alcohol in all the large organs; but 
chiefly you will find it in the nervous system. 

This is a fierce, deep and tragic fact. 

There is a sort of dark “affinity” between alcohol 
and the brain-tissue. They come together like cats in 
the night. You will see in a moment the significance 
of this fact. 

The first effect of alcohol is on the nerve-centers, or 
groups, which control and regulate the blood supply. 
That is where the “stimulation” comes in. The heart 
feels it; its action is hurried. The blood-vessels in the 
stomach dilate and glow pleasantly —whereby the man 
fancifully thinks a drink has warmed him up. Then 
the brain gets the stimulation. The nervous proc- 
esses are quickened. It seems easier to think. There 
is a sense of bodily well-being, for “organic congratula- 
tions“ are pouring in from the glowing blood-vessels. 
This is the physical effect—the first one—that makes 
men love their wine. 

And now the alcohol, coursing through the system, 
with the blood-elements, has reached the brain; what 
does it do? 

Alcohol first attacks—first, mark you and not last— 
the highest part of man, his moral nature. That is 
why Burke drank brandy when he would murder a 
child; it was not, as he thought, to give himself “cour- 
age” —it was to silence the protest of whatever poor 
remnant of moral nature was in him. 


je ROM the top down—that is the way alcohol works 
on a man; it destroys first what is highest in him— 
the moral qualities so painfully acquired in the long 
years of evolution. It is the most delicate part of the 
mental machinery that is first impaired—that which 
has been most recently and most fragilely built up in 
the evolution of character; the moral part. 

Alcohol, even in minute quantities, is intoxicating— 
that is, it is toxie—and exactly in proportion to the 
quantity taken is the impairment of the moral nature. 
Do not imagine that this pleasurable bodily glow and 
well-being of distended blood-vessels, which makes for 
a fatuous kind of altruism, has anything to do with 
character. By just so much character is impaired. 
The moral standards sag and sway. The drinking 
man, of whom I write, has let down the bars. Morally 
he is a looser man. The entire man on that upper 
plane is loosened and unbraced. The higher processes 
of the intelligence will go on with delicate precision 
after—and there, indeed, is the most monstrous peril— 
after the moral faculties are disordered and defective. 
If you have studied the man who drinks; if you have 
studied the girl—in silk stockings—on the porch of the 
country club, you know this to be indubitably true. 
Always the moral paralysis is the first physiolog-
